IMPORTANT VICTORY 
FOR SERB FORCES. 

Paris, November 22.—-The. report 
that the Serbians have won an impor- 
tant victory over the Bulgarians near 
Leskovats, on the Nish-Saloniki ralil- 
road, 25 miles south of Nish, is cor- 
roborated in a dispatch received today 
from the Serbian minister at Athens. 
The message says that after a battle 
of several days, in which the Bul- 
garians sustained enormous losses, 
the remnants of their army fled in 
disorder to the eastern bank of the 
Morava river. 

The victory is regarded as a definite 
one, the message says, securing that 
part of the line from further menace 
for some time. 

2,600 MORE SERBIANS 
TAKEN SY GERMANS. 

Berlin, November 22.—-(Via London.) 
The capture of more than 2,600 Ser- 
bians was announced by the German 
war office taday. Five cannon’ and 
four machine guns were taken in the 
field operations, while in the Novipa- 
zar arsenal fifty large mortars and 


eight cannon of an old type were 
found. 


Constantinople, November 22.— (Via 
London.)

Passenger Train Crew Blamed. 

Rallroad officials here, where all of 
the reports of the wreck are coming 
in, blame the crew of the passenger 
train for failure to obey orders. 

The passenger crew had orders to 
stop at Museogee, four miles east of 
Columbus, and wait for the special 
show train. They failed to stop. 

The railroad officials emphasize the 
fact that the crash occurred on a 
straight stretch of track. The passen- 
ger coaches were of steel construction, 
three in number. 

Both trains were runn 
miles an hour. 

The engines of both trains were de- 
molished, yet did not leave the rails. 

Cars at the head end of the show 
train were telescoped: There were two 
carloads of animals. Most of the ani- 
mals were burned alive. 

Twelve Pullman cars, carrying the 
principal people in the Kennedy shows, 
were not damaged, as they were at 
the rear end of the special train. 

The show was on its way from At- 
lanta to Phenix City, Ala., and was 
booked to the first of the year at points 
in southern Georgia and Florida. 


Miraculous Escape. 

Members of the engine crews of both 
trains escaped death only by the nar- 
rowest margin. Both train crews leap- 
ed from their cabs as they saw im- 
pending disaster. Engineer Fickling, 
of the passenger train, was covered 
with a mass of debris from the demol- 
ished train, and sustained serious in- 
jury about the face and head. Engi- 
neer Vittick also in jumping from his 
engine received heavy pieces of debris 
on his body and is perhaps internally 
injured. The moguls pulling the trains 
were a complete wreck. 

The engine of the passenger train 
passed through the boiler of the show 
train special, while the tender tele- 
scoped itself under the cab of the en- 
gine. All connections on both trains 
were torn off and the show train en-

Other physicians be- 
gan coming on special trains and in 
automobiles and the injured were 
taken to one side and loaded on the 
baggage car of the passenger train and 
rushed back to Columbus and taken 
to a side track near the city hospital, 
where other physicians were in wait- 


ing. 
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Kennedy First eon Ground. 


Con T. Kennedy, owner of the shows, 
traveling in the rearward coaches was 
among the first on the ground to give 
his attention to assisting his people. 
He it was, when the show train was 
fired that gave direction for cutting the 
cars loose and rolling them back up 
the track. 

Kennedy, a strong man, flushed with 
the pride of success that has been ac- 
corded his attractions, is one of the 
hardest hit by the catastrophe. Not 
only from a financial reason, but be- 
cause of the loss of life and suffering 
of those who have weathered the show 
season with him. 

Kennedy stated at 3 o’clock that he 
had no idea as to the damage that had 
been done his train. Likewise he did 
not know the extent of death and in- 
jury that had visited the ranks of his 
employees. 

The show people generally knew in 
a few minutes of the death of Mr. and 
Mrs. Kempf and few there were who 
did not shed tears of real grief at their 
untimely end. That there were others 
under the burning section of the train 
was the stressed implication of all 
those who were in reach. 

“T saw those poor fellows pinned in 
their sleeping wagons and they could 
not get out,” was a phrase heard on 
all sides. 

Central Sup Statement. 


Superintendent R. J. Harlan, who is 
at the scene of the wreck, reported late 
tonight that the death list probably 
would be between nine and twelve. He 
said he based this report on the claims 
of Con T. Kennedy, owner of the shows.

Word of Warning. 


The Economist discusses Mr. As- 
quith's statement of the financial posi- 
tion with a word of warning on the 
game line.

“It is possible for the country to 
carry on this scale, and to assist its 
allies on this scale, and perhaps even 
to recruit on this scale, but only if it is 
very quickly induced or compelled no 
longer to live on this scale.

The Statist discusses the matter in 
the same vein. It says: 


“Hitherto the British people have

The sides of the vol- 
cano are cracking, and streams of lava 
are flowing into the sea, raising im- 
mense columns of smoke, which are 
visible at a distance of 40 miles. 


Stroboli is the northeasternmost of 
the Lipari islands, in the Mediterranean 
sea off the north coast of Sicily. The 
volcano, of which the island is mainly 
composed, is remarkable, in that it is 
virtually perpetually active, having 
been in this condition for the better 
part of 2,000 years.

According to the 
rules of the senate the bill was laid on 
the table for one day. However, dur- 
ing its discussion it received favorable 
comment.

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That partridges do not destroy the 
boll weevil, as many of the residents of 
Georgia apparently believe, is the 
declaration of Charles S. Arnow, state 
game and fish commissioner, following 
ro extended investigation of the sub- 

ct. 

Dealing with the characteristics of 
the bird, Mr. Arnow stated Monday that 
the quail is a ground feeder, while it 
is a well-known fact that the boll 
weevil is not found on the ground. His 
Statement follows in part: 

“I am daily receiving tnqtiries, both 
verbal and written, as to, whether or not 
the quail, or Bob White partridge, may 
properly be considered as one of tne chief 
means of retarding the advance of the 
boll weevil in Georgia. N 

“While it is true that the quail destroys a 
goodly number of insects of various varie- 
ties, it is not true that they destroy the 
boll weevil. It is well known that this 
bird is. a und feeder, while the boil 
weevil is not found on the ground. The 
birds that are most destructive of the bol! 
Weevil are the poh-game species, chief 
among which may be mentioned the family 
of swallows and martina. 

I am of the opinion that the laws of 
this state protecting this bird are abso- 
lutely* adequate, if enforced. I believe, 
further, that the quail, as well as other

Trial of Officials of Ham- 
burg-American Line Shows 
New York People Have 
Views Regarding the War. 


New York, November 22.—Widespread 
sympathy among residents of New York 
for one side or the other of the warring 
nations of Europe rendered difficult to- 
day the selection of a jury to try -Dr. 
Karl Buenz, managing director, and 
three subordinate officials of the Ham- 
burg-American line on charges of con- 
spiracy to deceive and defarud the 
United States by sending suply ships to 
German cruisers in the Atlantic early 
in the war. 

Forty-two talesmen were exained, but 
only ten jurors were selected, and these 
tentatively. The entire panel was ex- 
hausted and another panel will be on 
hand tomorrow. During today’s ses- 
sion the defense exhausted five of its 
ten peremptory challenges and the 
government four of the six allowed 
to it. 

Not more than six of the forty-two 
men examined professed to be entirely 
neutral as to the European war.

admiralty tonight categoricatly denied 
German statements that British hos- 
pital ships were used for other than 
hospital purposes. The announcement 
says there are forty-two and not 
seventy hospital ships plying to and 
from the Mediterranean and that they 
carry only sick or wounded soldiers, 
nurses and members of the medical 
staff and medical gtores. 

All the ships, the admiralty says, are 
‘ballasted to secure safety, but are not 
deeply laden. They are painted, it is 
declared, as required dy the Geneva 
convention. The announcement con- 
' cludes: 

“Previous experience suggests this 
series of falsehoods foreshadows at- 
tacks on British hospital ships by Ger- 
man submarines.”
